Claim 68 was cancelled without prejudice to the filing of continuing or divisional 
applications. 

In claim 72 at line 1, the term " The compound of claim 22 " was amended to read 

- A compound - . 

Authorization for this Examiner's Amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Richard F. Trecartin on November 19, 2010. 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

Examiner has reviewed and discussed at length telephonically with applicant's 
representative the details of the claims as amended in the claim set filed November 18, 2010. 
Upon review of the English language Abstract and review of the entire Japanese language 
document in the presence of a chemistry- and Japanese-fluent PTO employee, examiner has 
concluded that neither the compound "8-n-hexylthio-2'-0-methyladenosine-3',5'-cyclic 
phosphate" nor the synthesis thereof has not been specifically disclosed in the '792 reference 
cited in the previous Office action, nor is their any disclosure in the Abstract of the '792 
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publication, or the actual publication, which either teaches or enables the synthesis of any 8- 
alkylthio homologue thereof. For these reasons this compound has been found allowable. 

In view of the above analysis, the above amendments, and the previously submitted 
amendments made of record in the amendment filed November 18, 2010, examiner has found 
that the rejections of record have all been rendered moot. For these reasons, and because there 
are no other recognized objections or rejections which apply to the claimed subject matter 
remaining, said rejections of record have all been withdrawn, and the claims remaining in the 
case have been found to be allowable as amended.
